ing, and being thereupon, or as the case may 
be, shall sign such notice to the owner or oc- 
cupier of any such land as hereinafter provid- 
ed, and also upon being satisfied tint such 
Thistles are growing and that such police has 
been served or left or affixed Bud advertised 
as herein provided, snail make nn order for 
the des'riiciion and eradication of any such 
Thistles as aforesaid growing and he:i:g upon 
any such laud by some person to bo named In 
such order, tho expense if which shall be 
recoverable as hereinbefore provided. 

0. Tho expenses of and attending any such 
destruction and eradication of the plants com- 
monly known as the Thistle when adjudged, 
assessed or allowed, as hereinbefore m mention- 
ed, If tho same shall be unpaid, unrecovorod 
or unsatisfied thereafter for a period of Thirty 
days, shall together with all costs, if any, and 
the costs of registration hereinafter men- 
tioned, bear interest until paid at the 
rate of eighteen dollars per cent per 
annum, and together with all such costs and 
all interest accrued and thenceforth to accrue 
shall be registered us a charge against the 
land in respect of which, or of the owners, 
lessees or occupiers whereof such expenses 
aad monies were so adjudged assessed and ul-. 
lowed us aforesaid and a certificate under the 
hand of tho Mayor stating the amount so ad- 
judged, assessed or allowed, unrecovered nnd 
unsatisfied, nnd describing the said last men- 
tioned land, shall be a sufficient authority to 
the Registrar General of Titles ol British Col- 
umbia to effect such registration, mid upon a 
like certificate of payment the said registra- 
tion shall be cancelled.

The War. 



In the presenco of the terrible arma- 
mont of boBlilo forcos> so well equipped, 
and drawn up for battlo on the banks 
of the .Rhino, who will vonturo to pro- 
dict on what banner viotory will perch 1 
If one might venture to ooufido in the 
correcnesa of tho news which we pubi 
lished yeBterday, to tho Fronoh would 
appear to huvo fallen tbo prestige of 
first EUcco89. Saarbruolc, tho plaoo said 
to huvo boon taken by the French ou 
Wednesday, is a town in Rhenish Prus- 
sia, It stands on tho Eivor Saar, 40 
miles S. S. E. ot Troves, about equU 
distant from Menlz and close to tho 
French border. Sua' brock was a place 
of considerable importance ub early as 
tho thirteenth century. Fortified at a 
later period, it suffered much from war, 
and iu 1670 it was almost eDLirely de- 
stroyed by tiro, and its tortificatioua dis- 
mantled. In rocout years its fortifica- 
tions were lo some extent restored, and 
it has now a population of about ten 
thousand, exclusive of tho military. 
Tho captured this place by tho French 
ia chiefly important as iudioatiug the 
commeucomont of aotivo aggroBsion on 
their pait. Tho rumor that tho French 
had stoimod Weisseuburg can have no 
fouudatiou, und for the boat of reasons ; 
Weissonburg or Wissenbourg, U a for- 
tified town of France. It Btands on 
tho Bavarian frontier, 34 mileB N. 
E, ol Strasbourg; bo that, it the Frenh 
have stormod H tbey have been guilty 
of a very foolish and wanlcn act, as 
there is no reason for thinking it was 
held by the enemy. If recent inform- 
ation oan bo relied on, tho base of op^r- 
ation.s would appear to have been slight" 
ly shitied, and that, instead of reaching 
Prussia through the Moselle, as uppeard 
to have beon previously intended. Na- 
poleon pretors tho hanks of the -Rhiuo 
to running his head against so strung a 
position as Coblentz. Coming, as it 
does, through Frenoo channels, the 
statement that tho Prussian army now 
awaiting attack on tho line of tbo Saar, 
is a hall a million strong, may probably 
bo acupted as correct; but King Wil- 
liam would need a large army should 
Napoleon's revolving oaunou prove to 
ba as formidable a weapon of destruci- 
i od as it is cluimod to be. Wo alludfd to 
this weapon at tho commencement ol 
the present war. Its charaoter and ori- 
gin have beon iuvolved in a good deal 
ot mystery. Its conception is accredit 
ted to Napoleon himsell, who has given 
no little attention to such mattors. Tue 
original invention was entrusted to the 
first t-cientific and military skill of ihe 
Empire. Improvements iollowed im- 
provements; expet iments followed ox- 
periments, until at length tlioro wore 
myste>ioDB whispers about a very com- 
plete and formidable contrivance; 01 
co'irse every precaution was employed 
with a view to keeping tho seoret. Two 
Prus»ian officers, dotormined to pry 
into tho mystery in tho interest of their 
country, disguised themselves as work- 
men employed ou too premises, and 
succeeded in passing tho first sentinel, 
Tho suspicion of the second ■eo'ii el 
was aroused, and a consultation between 
him and the first and third took place. 
Upon investigation the two protended 
workmen were found to be Prussia. i of- 
ficers, whose object could not be doubt- 
ed. They were placed under arrest, and 
are still inmates of a French prison; 
and thus their country has been denied 
the advantage when might have re- 
sulted from an early scientific knowl- 
edge of a now weapon wi'li wbioh they 
arts but t io likely to become disugrso- 
ably familiar. As there is every p obu. 
bi lily that the world will not bo long kept 
in doubt respecting the precise nature and 
capacity ot this new weapon, it U hard* 
ly worth wtiilo to indulge in speculation 
th reununi; but shoulu it bo cnpablo of 
dealing out doatu in the wholesale 
way attributed to it by rumor, it will 
not iako lo. g to open a path to Berlin 
Wo are not disposed to attach any im- 
portance lo the rumored naval engage- 
ment which is said to havo rosulted in 
tho capture of two gunboats by the 
French. Tho result is too insignificuut 
to be entitled to much consideration; 
but it will bo best to pay no h< ed to 
whatever ia given as ' mere rumour,' 
where pusiuvo ussertion is eo little 
reliable. Alost persons must bo pre- 
pared to regard France as the greater 
naval power ot the two, and fow will, 
we imagine, bo surprised to loam of 
French success at sea. Tho telegraph 
informs us of a tumor that negotiations 
are pending to keep open the ports of 
Jlumburg and Bremen; and it is added 
that lUo United States and Great Bri- 
tain are urging this. Hamburg, as the 
reador will know, is a lamoun city ot 
Goimany and Ihe groatost commercial 
port on the continent I f Europe, fund- 
ing un the right bank ot the river Elbe, 
75 miles from its mouth. Its popula- 
tion in nearly a quarter ol a million, 
and us wealth is enormous. Bremen, 
next iu commercial importance, is on 
tho Weber, about 50 milos from the 
sea, mid 59 rnilea S W of Hamburg. 
Tbeso two rivers present the most vul- 
nerable points ot attaok, and tho do- 
BtruotiuD of toe two great towns which 
tiado upon their waiors would inflict a 
ternblo blow upou Prussia, and disturb 
the cornmorco ot tho world I It is not, 
therefore, «ui prising luut •J" '''' 111 Powers 
should desire that trudo with those 
ports may be as little disturbed aa pos- 
sible by ibo present war; but it would 
appear to be extremely improbablo that 



JNspoleon will consout to leave these 
ports opon. The newt) which bus boen 
reaching us within the last few days, 
if we aooept it as at all correct, would 
tend to place France in a somowhat less 
nntavorablo light in relation to tho cir- 
cumstances which evolved into tho pre- 
sont war. It would, indeed, be eatis- 
fcCtory wero tho world placed in pos* 
session of the. whole truth. Daubtlcss 
neither party is tree from blume ; but, 
with so little information, and that littlo 
extromely unreliable, public opinion is 
at a Iobb to dooido on whose sliouldois 
tho burden of bUmo roste. It will bo 
observed that lass night's dispatch im- 
purts a different complexion to tho po- 
sition of parties. In return for the 
momentary success ot the Frondh, re- 
corded yesterday, the Prussians have 
mado a decided advunco aud appear to 
havo gained an important viotory. It 
will also be observed thai British senti- 
ment emphatically demands a moro de- 
cided policy train the present adminis- 
tration appears to Lmvo adopted.

The Freuch Statement of tho Cause or 
the War. 



The following is the draft of tho declar- 
ation make by tbo Duke do Urawnannt be- 
fore the French Senate on the 15th July: 

Me-siburs— The manner in which the 
country has recoived our declarntio a of the 
Gih Jnly led us to odtnmenoe negolia lions 
with Prussia to secure ber recognition of 
the validity of our grievances, We did not 
wish to heat with Spain, whoso ind.peo- 
dence we have no wib'i io trample on; noi 
with Prince HouenMllero, whom we consider 
lo be under the shadow ol the King, nor 
havo we advanced any olher grievance than 
the candidacy of ihe Prince lor the Spanish 
throne. The Prussian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs opposed to us u determination not 
to receive our reprer c n tali re, pretending lo 
ignore the a/fair, vVe then addro-sed oar- 
salves to tbe King, who maintained that he 
was a slranKtr to tho affair nnd could not 
intervene except aa the head ot ibe family, 
but ho vowed be had iii-tiuoted Bismarck. 
We cuold not uccopt their answer. " r >d we 
demanded Ihut tbe King should influence 
the Prmco of LlohenzoHorn since tho project 
came Irum the quarts' whence it was least 
expected. VVe Ihen douiaudod that the Kiai 
ahould give a promiBO for tbe future. This 
moderate demand, which was ruudo in mo- 
dest term?, wo declared to bo wnbuut a^y 
reservation. The King declined to nay that 
he would refuse in future to iuterfere with 
the oandidn'ure, and he refused to autboii:!e 
us to transmit to you tbo decl>i ration that ho 
would in future oppose ihe candidature He 
declared thai he reserved to him.icil tbe right 
to consider tbe circumstances. Evon nltor 
this refu.-ul we did not bronk oQ ne^ itiatioal, 
but adjourned our explanations to you aw'il 
this date. Yesterday we wore appiised that 
ihe King ol Prussia notified our fimbajsjdor 
thai ho would no longer receive him, and to 
render the rupturo more obvious, ba gavt) 
not'ee ol hi -i notion to the Caliinole of 
Europe, and at tho same time announced 
that Barou Wert her might tako his lea™, 
and that the armament of Prussia had coin' 
menced. On our purt, wo yeaterday called 
out our reserve?, and we havo taken such 
other measures us tho internet und honor of 
the country dotnauded,
